afte: wards upon the pay-day,every Captaine is to 
cauſe the ſame to be read to his owne Company in 
preſence ot his Officers. Andallo vpon every maine 
Guard, thc C.ptaine is todothe like, that none may 
be ignorant of the Lawes and duties required.
